THE publication of this revised and 

NO SN edition of Mr. 
MacDonagh's “ Daniel O'Connell” is 
opportune. O'Connell 's connection with 
the movement for Emancipation was his 
connection with a victory: Repeal was not 
only a defeat for him, it was a disaster. 
The high claims that are made by Mr. 
MacDonagh for his hero did not pass the 
challenge of the Young Ireland move- 
ment, and probably only a few people in 
Ireland nowadays would agree with him 
in thinking O'Connell ‘ Treland’s greatest 
son.” Many things have come to pass 
since that, title would have passed eh ancá 
lenged, perhaps, a quarter of a century 
ago.

Yes, it would seem 
so, since he insisted in keeping so much 
of the financial and political control in 
his own hands. Winning? Yes, since he 
could attract and hold the loyal adhesion 
of thousands of followers. This attrac- 
tion was not by any means the attraction 
which the successful demagogue invari- 
ably exerts; there was in O'Connell that 
attraction which can come only from 
sincerity. Generous he was, too; never 
was he a mean man in financial matters, 
and his charity was often strained to the 
utmost. Those immense gatherings which 
he could attract at will were, at the same 
time, a tribute to his sincerity as a poli- 
ticlan and his generosity as a man. 
Occasionally one encounters the sneer at 
the famous ‘‘ Tribute,’ and Mr. 
MacDonagh does well to quote from 
Greville’s ‘‘ Memoirs’’ that “it was 
alike honourable to the contributors and 
the recipient. It was an income nobly 
ty and nobly earned.” At the Bar he 

ad built up a practice which would be 
the envy of a very prosperous lawyer 
to-day; yet he was willing to forego this 
to undertake the mission upon which his 
mind and heart were set. In doing so, of 
course, he risked his career and his for- 
tune; it was the O'Connell Tribute that 
saved him. In five years it amounted 
to £91,800, When it is botne in mind 
that this sum was collected mainly 
at the church gates after Mass on Sun- 
days, it will be obvious that it was what 
its title implied, a tribute of gratitude 
from the ople to one whom they 
believed to be. their. leader and protector. 
All speculation about O’Connell’s finan- 
cial affairs outside this is vain.

While Mr. MacDonagh has in ever way 
done justice to the actualities of his hero’s 
career, he has done that justice in the 
conventional way. There is here nothing 
to indicate that the art of biography has 
been radically changed since the first 
draft of this “ Life ' was published in 
1905. Since then Mr. Lytton Strachey 
and his host of followers and imitators 
have made biography rather less of a 
mausoleum and more of a living criticism. 
What a subject for such treatment O’Con- 
nell presents! The Demosthenes of 
“ blarney, ' as Carlyle thought him, or the 
greatest of Ireland's song, as Mr. 
MacDonagh thinks him? In either case, 
the approach and the treatment could be 
very different to those of Mr. MacDonagh, 
and, while the facts could never be more 
attractively presented, the resultant. pic- 
ture of the man would be utterly changed. 

Here are the facts in the correct order, 
fully documented and explained, but the 
immensity of the man is difficult to gather 
without imaginative effort on the part of 
the reader. While Mr. MacDonagh has 
done his work splendidly in the conven- 
tional way, it is hard to escape the idea 
that a smaller book, more imaginatively 
conceived, would have given a more 
accurate picture of the man. Here a man 
of immense vitality is embalmed, but here 
he may be inspected in the full scope of 
his work and achievement by everyone 
who is interested. No more fascinatin 
account of the great movements with 
which O’Connell’s name must for ever be 
inextricably interwoven is likely to be 
written; but here the work somewhat 
overshadows the man. For the two great 
O'Connell movements, Emancipation and 
Repeal, Mr. MacDonagh’s book is likely 
to become the standard. It is written in 
a charmingly lucid style, which makes 
reading one of the major pleasures, and 
it is so fully authenticated that it is 
history.

While Ireland will honour O'Connell as 
‘the Liberator,’’ the democracies of the 
world must honour him as a pioneer. Let 
Mr. MacDonagh advance the incontestable 
claim himself. “O'Connell was the first 
in the world’s history to arouse to activity 
the enormous power of public opinion 
which was stored up and lying dormant 
in the community, and the first to 
organise it for direct political and social 
action on constitutional lines. He was 
the inventor of popular agitation as it is 
now practised in all democratic and con- 
stitutionally-governed countries — that 
system by which the will of the*people in 
the making of laws, the removal of 
abuses, the granting of reforms, finds 
expression in political, social and trade 
organisations, with scattered branches of 
members pledged to certain principles and 
subscribing to a common fund, under a 
central executive, and also in the regis- 
tration of voters for parliamentary and 
municipal purposes; and in meetings, 
demonstrations and processions with 
bands and banners. He brought the 
people, the democracy, the crowd, into 
the politica) arena, dictating policy to 
Kings and Parliaments by their weight 
of numbers and determined will. . . . 
Great, indeed, is the world’s debt to 
O'Connell as the chief agent in a mighty 
deliverance—in leading up to that posi- 
tion which now exists in all constitution- 
ally governed countries, that the means 
of effecting reforms which the Constitu- 
tion may require is to be found within 
the Constitution itself.”’ 3 

This aspect of O’Connell’s life-work is 
generally overlooked by historians and 
commentators upon democratic forms of 
government, and it is a good thing to have 
Mr. MacDonagh bring the claim so pro- 
minently forward. How the reform move- 
ments of the nineteenth century would 
have developed had there been no O’Con- 
nell was shown in '48 on the Continent. 
and there his influential innovations had 
not penetrated. So, while Treland 
honours Daniel O'Connell for his reli- 
vious and patriotic movements at home, 
other countries in time may come to 
honour him for his contributions to the 
machinery of popular government. It is 
to be: hoped that Mr. MacDonagh’s

TALES AND INCANTATIONS. 
EARLY thirty years ago Alexander 
N Carmicheel’s work, ‘‘ Carmina Gade- 
lica,”” wag published at £10—a price 
that’ set it beyond most stodents’ reach. 
Copies ‘seen in libraries showed that’ Dr. Car- 
‘michael had collected, edited and translated 
‘over 200 Gaelic hymns and incantations. Now 
“the work is republished in two handsome 
volumes at a less formidable price, and hun- 
dreds of Irish readers may be expected 
eagerly to add it to their shelves. 

o account of Dr. Carmichael is furnished, 
although his portrait, appearing as frontis- 
piece, réveals a fine, riarchal, scholarly 
figure of a man, and Professor Watts, in a 
preface, says that it is intended -to publish 
further volumes of his collections. The 
Gaelic originals are given on the left-hand 
pages, with Celtic capitals which were 
drawn by Mrs. Carmichael. Irish readers will 
find these originals more easily intelligible 
than much Scots Gaelic that is printed : the 
reason, probably, lies in Dr. Carmichael’s 
careful scholarship. The translations do not 
attempt rhythm; they are strictly literal; 
but they are the work of a master of taste- 
ful English. Here, then, is a scholarly book, 
obviously the fruit of a lifetime of careful 
study, of zestful, sympathetic observation, 
and of love. Dr. Carmichael was not one of 
those uncritical enthusiasts who often bring 
folklore into disrepute. He made no unrea- 
sonable claims for his matter, collected chiefly 
in the Scottish islands; but he conveyed to 
the reader what he himself had received from 
it, masses of curious interest, romantic tra- 
ditions, musical lines, and all the imagery 
of the picturesque old Highland life.

When we turn from the introduction 
and annotations~—which teem with queer 
lore that probably would be lost for- 
ever but for Dr. Carmichael—we find 
in the poems a variety of interesting things. 
There is, for example, a house-blessing which, 
as coming from Antrim, still is circulated in 
Ireland by designers of Christmas cards:

The volumes deserve to 
be worked over by scholars equipped to trace 
sources, in liturgical Latin or in old Irish 
letters, of many a e in which tbe folk 
memory evidently is harking back to litera- 
ture. The waulking song “ Morag’’ else- 
where is attributed to MacMhaistir Alasdair, 
although here treated as anonymous.

Many of the poems, beside the house- 
blessing which we. have quoted, are current 
in Irish versions. Sach are the “smóoring “” 
verses addressed to St. Brigid. Others look 
away from Ireland, such as that poem on 
Magnus the Good, which depends upon the 
stark and wierd tale of Earl Hakon’s murder 
of his brother at Thingstead in the Northern 
Isles, There is pretty faucy in those poems 
which are so composed as to imitate the cries 
of birds. The black-throated diver is supposed 
to cry ‘‘ Deoch, deoch, deoch!" and “mo 
chreach! mo chreach!’’ Among the most 
interesting pieces is a version of “' Ossian’s 
warning to bis mother.”” The poet 
warns the deer, which is his mother 
enchanted, against the various perils of 
the land—the hounds upon the corries, the 
hunting Fenians, the clans, name by namé, on 
the high bens and in the haze-land forest. In 
this poem there is the natura] mystery of the 
wild Highland country, turned to dramatic 
purpose. 

Some of the religious poetry is devout and 
impressive. Other religious pieces are fan- 
ciful, mixing pagan with Christian tradition ; 
although, perhaps, less in superstition than in 
simple poetic pleasure, as in that poem which 
tells how Christ was passing through a wood, 
and His enemies sought tidings of him from 
the black-beetle and the butterfly—a tradition 
current also in Ireland. Poets well could 
plunder this rich magazine of ‘‘notes on 
words, rites and charms, dying and obsolete,”’ 
for curious suggestion and cunning phrase. 
The volumes are printed and bound with the 
excellence that we expect of Scotland.

AN UNCONVENTIONAL JOURNEY: “ 


‘By 7. I 
i: is rather curious that Dr. Pococke's 

‘Tour in Ireland in 1752 ' seems to 
_be less generally known than other books 
of the kind, since it was published as 
recently as 1891. 

The reason is, probably, that, as the 
account of this journey was not printed 
for about one hundred and fifty years 
after it took place, it has not had the 
advantage of being mentioned in other 
works on Ireland—as were similar tours 
made later in the eighteenth century, 
but published in book: form at the time. 
Such, for instance, was Young’s well- 
known ‘Tour in Ireland,” which has 
several times been reprinted—the last 
occasion being quite recently. In 
addition to this, it is likely that only a 
small number of copies of Pococke’s work 
were issued from the press, as its editor 
(the Rev. George T. Stokes) mentions that 
its production was due to the generosity 
of a well-known citizen of Dublin, who, 
recognising the value of the long-lost 
document, offered to bear the expense of 
its publication. 

The original manuscript of Pococke’s 
Tour was discovered among papers in the 
Manuscript Room at Trinity College, 
Dublin, a few years before 1891, when 
the assistant librarian found it, after it 
had long been considered lost. In fact, 
Nichols, in his “ Literary Anecdotes,”’ 
definitely states that it had disappeared— 
this was in 1810. 

The author of ‘this unconventional 
description of Ireland in the mid- 
eighteenth century was Richard Pococke, 
D.D., LL.D., son of the Rev. KR. Pococke. 
of Southampton, where he was born in 
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northern and southern tides meeting, thus 
occasioning many res Sna When he 
was dining with Mr. Bayley at Dundrum, 
Dr. Delany (of Delville, Glasnevin) and 
his lady arrived. The doctor was Dean 
of Down, and, when in residence, lived 
at Mount Panther, near Mr. - Bayley’s 
house. We know from Mrs. Delany’s 
sparkling ‘‘ Autobiography’’ that she 
attended Pococke’s entertainments; when 
he was Archdeacon of Dublin, amd was 
generally bored—both with host and 
guests. 

At Strangford Pococke crossed the mile 
of water at the entrance of the lough, 
the boat landing him at Portaferry. It 
must have been at dead low water, or at 
the very moment of high water, as he 
says nothing of the fierce tide that runs 
there From this the Vikings gave the 
place its name, “ Strang (strong-running) 
hord ’’—as, indeed, it is to my knowledge. 


BELFAST TO HORN HEAD. 


At the pleasantly situated town of 
Bangor the residents were found 
finishing a thatched mb house; and, 
although the summer population now 1s 
about sixty thousand, it was in 1752 ‘‘a 
poor Burrough town, consisting of a long, 


the sea, the houses about 200 in number ; 
tho’ they have a slate quarry near the 
town, yet the houses are all thatch’d.”’ 
The adjoining water was then called the 
Bay of Carrickfergus—not Belfast Lough. 
As to the present capital of Ulster, we 
are told that it consisted then of one 
lonz, broad street, and of several Janes 
in which the inferior people lived. It 


1704. He was educated at the University 


was twice the size of Bangor, having 400 
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of Oxford, where his uncle, Thomas 
Milles, was Regius Professor of Greek. In 
Queen Anne’s reign, Milles was made 
Bishop of Waterford and Lismore, and 
filled that office for mcre than thirty 
years. Through the influence of his 
relative, young Pococke got a start in 
life; for, as soon as he took holy orders, 
his uncle appointed him Precentor of 
Lismore; and, as his official duties were 
light, he had plenty of time to indulge in 
his fondness for travel. In 1737 he set 
out on his journey to the Fast, where he 
spent five years, penetrating to a part of 
Syria, which was not again visited until 
comparatively recent times. The results 
of his journey were published in 1743, in 
two splendid folio volumes, illustrated 
with plans and engravings—a work of 
intrinsic value. In the ‘‘Philosophical 
Transactions’? of 1748 and 1753 will be 
found some of his papers relating to the 
Giant’s Causeway; and the scientific 
discussions arising from them can be read 
in Hamilton’s. ‘‘ Letters Concerning the 
Coast of Antrim.” In 1745 Pococke was 
appointed Archdeacon of Dublin, during 
which tenure he made the tour which is 
the subject of this article; and eleven 
years later he was made Bishop of Ossory. 
In 1765 he was translated to Meath, and 
died a few months afterwards. 


ALUE OF THE TOUR. 


he Tour, as edited by Dr. Stokes, is 
an exact transcript of the original, and 
is printed with all the mistake in 
geography and in the spelling of names. 
In his introduction to the book, Dr. 
Stokes writes as follows :— 

This tour is a most interesting contribution to 
Trish social history doring a period which is 
remarkably dark, and deals’ with a district of 
country—the sea-coast line all round ireland—of 
Which very little is known at that precise period, 
Povocke started from Dublin, went north te the 
Giant's Causeway, penetrated the extremest wilds 
of Donegal, entered the farthest recesses of Erris, 
Achill aed Belmullet, at a time when Belmullet 
wus two days’ journey west of Westport, and when 
ny wheeled vehicle had ever entered that district, 
or was te enter it till seventy years later. That 
circumstance did net trouble Pococke; for he 
always travelled on horseback, with ontriders, as 
Richard Cumberland, in his chatty ‘ Memoirs,” 
tclls us he met him tn Wales. 

Later on Dr. Stokes draws attention to 
the stable, fixed character of the popula- 
tion of Ireland belonging te the upper 
classes, notwithstanding all the vicissitudes 
of time. This I can confirm from my 
experience in other parts of the country. 
He mentions the Peppers. Hamiltons, 
Stewarts, Wvnnes, Shaw Taylors, Browns, 
Boyds, O’Donnels, Burys,  Pallisers, 
Nunns—all dealt with by Pococke—as 
being still resident in their various 
districts. Pococke’s text gives an insight 
into the legislation of Cromwell: for. 
though we know the “to hell or 
Connaught” policy, we are not so well 
acquainted with the fact that Cromwell 
cut the Catholics off from the sea, by 
ordaining that none of them should settle 
within a certain distance of the coast. As 
he had already separated them from the 
rest. of Ireland by the width of the 
Shannon, they were by this law cut off 
from the world very completely. As a 
result the coastal districts, to this day 
(or at least to 1920), contain a larger 
population of Protestants than the more 
injand parishes. Pococke, therefore, as 
he rode round the western sea-board. found 
good congregations of his own relizien. 


THE JOURNEY BEGINS. 


It was in the month of June, 1752. that 
Pococke started out from Dublin (going 
north by Swords) on what, in the state 
of the roads in that time, must have been 
his painful peregrinations. On the second 
day out he came to a church with a round 
tower near it, which he calls ‘‘ Bemister 
Boyn,” and, as by this he means 
Monasterboice, we get our first warning 
to keep our eye on his extraordinary 
orthography as regards Irish topographical 
names. Mark you, Pococke was a very 
Jearned man, and diligently inquired after 
the names of the places he saw, but the 
Irish accent of his informants seemed to 
baffle him completely—especially in 
Connaught. With personal names he was 
much better; but, even so. he mentions, 
on arriving at Dunleer, '' Dillings Town, 
Lord Antrim’s. A fine situation which 
came to the family of his wife a 
l’luckenet’’—which name, no doubt, is 
intended for Plunket. Going on for 
Rostrevor (tia Carlingford) on Mi. 
summer Eve, our traveller noticed the 
bonfires in the fields everywhere; and when 
he asked the driver of his chaise for the 
reasons, the boy replied: “ It is the Eve 
of St. John Baptist they make a light. 
It is the light. e came to testify of the 
light.” On the same day many people 
were met on the roads, going on pilgrimage 
to St. John’s Well at the castle near 
Dundalk. i i 

From the high situation of Dundrum 
Castle Pococke saw the Isle of Man very 
plainly. He remarks on the extraordinary 


houses—principally thatched, says the 
census of five years later when giving the 
number of houses as 1,779 and the 
population as 8,549. 

From this on, going north by the coast, 
the ‘‘Gyant’s Causeway’’ was réached, 
and, not finding accommodation for the 
night at Portrush, our traveller was 
forced, at ten o'clock at night, to return 
to Balimagarry. At Dunluce he notes 
eagles flying on to the ledges of the cliffs 
and carrying off young gulls from their 
nests. Pococke frequently mentions 
eagles in his tour; they were, apparently, 
very numerous in the country at this 
period. At the Port of Ballintray hé 
found ‘‘two Raths very near to each 
other, with a double fossee, they call ’em 
Danish forts, and say that to this day, 
some family in Denmark settles these 
lands on any marriage. A little further, 
but on the cliff, is a little cape which is 
defended by a fossee drawn across the 
neck of it. 
Danes went off from this place.” He 
notices in this part of the country that 
they weed their corn with what they call 
a clip; which was a pair of pincers made 
with two pieces of wood, with handles 
standing like those of a pair of shears, 
and that the strongest docks were pulled 
up with it. 


‘THE STARRY BOG.” 


Passing Buncrana (he calls it “ Burn 
Cranmer,’ which has a very persecuting 
sound) Pococke observed, on a height near 
'" Desert Egni,’”’ some stones set up on end 
in a circle enclosing a single stone, like 
tlrose in Cornwall. Going round by the 
strand of Strabeghy—meaning “ the 
deceitful strand,’’ so called on account of 
its being full of holes and difficult to pass 
—he came to the Malin peninsula. ‘‘ The 
morass to the east,” he writes, “ is called 
Monet reilta (the starry bog), for, there 
being several holes in it full of water, it 
appears in a moonshiny night like stars, 
which may serve as an instance of the 
significancy of Irish names, which 
commonly are descriptive of the place.”’ 

Going over two hills near Malin Church. 
he came to Malin Well, the most northern 
point of Ireland, in the degree of 55.19. 
The people said that they had not above 
two hours night in which they could not 
read in the longest days, and that the 
sun was excessively hot in summer. At 
Culdaff, he mentions Mis. Young's good 
house, with a plantation of trees about 
it; at Muff, Mr. Hart treated our 
traveller with great civility, and sent his 
son, Captain Hart. to show the neighbour. 
hood. Both these families are stil! 
resident in the district, as I happen to 
know. Later on, he stayed with Mr. 
Stewart, of Horn Héad, and mentions that 
the house was situated on the side of a 
hill over the bay, that it was fortified 
in some manner, and had stood a seige 
against a privateer’s crew in the wars at 
the beginning of the century. 


MASS IN THE OPEN AIR. 


Travelling by the marble quarry near 
Dunfanaghy, Pococke had an interesting 
experience. In the side of one of the 
mountains he saw a sort of amphitheatre 
formed in the rock, in which several 
hundred .:eople had assembled, while a 
priest celebrated Mass under the rock on 
an aliar made of loose stones. He goes on 
that, ‘‘tho’ it was half a mile 
distant, I observed his Pontifical vestmeut. 
with a black cross on it; for in all this 
country for sixty miles west and south 
as far as Connaught, they celebrate in the 
open air, in the fields or on the 
mountains ; the Papists bemg so few and 
poor, that they will not be at the expense 
of u public building.’’ 

That natural curiosity, ‘‘ MacSwine’s 
Gun,’’ is then noticed. The sea, in stormy 
weather, is forced through a hole in the 
| rock so as to shoot a hundred feet over the 
cliff top with a noise like artillery. The 
report is not so loud in our day, however, 
owing to the destroying action of the 
water on the rock. The stronghold of the 
MacSwines (Ma.Sweenys), Doe Castle, is 
described aa then being a fine, square 
‘turret of five stories, nearly sixty feet 
high; it was encompassed by an inner 
wall and turrets, and with a second almost 
all ronnd. Our traveller was told that the 
MacSwine of the time was, after the con- 
fiscations of. the war—the Williamite 
campaign was only sixty years old at the 
time of this tour—offered the return of 
part of his lands, but refused them unless 
he had all; “ and, the books being shut, 
he Jost all.’’ I may mention that a 
Visiter to the ruins of Doe Castle, about ten 
years ayo, told me that he found an old 
blind piper, named MacSweeny, residing 
in a cottage near the ruined castle, whe 
was considered in the locality as the 
rightful heir of the property.

traveller for safety. Each of the cabins 
here had two doors, one at the back and 
one at the front, the one on the windward 
side being kept closed until the wind 
shifted to the other side, as there was no 
light in the dwell except through the 
door. Whiskey-drinking was very 
prevalent, the he calling it usquebaugh 
in the Irish language. ey made the 
spirit of barley, we are told ; but they also 
distilled it from water pressed from 
potatoes after they were boiled to a mash, 
which they fermented with barm. The 
ntry considered that this was the 
wholesomest of spirits; but Pococke sagely 
remarks that he thought it the worst of 
that kind, and that it tended very much 
to debauch and corrupt its drinkers. He 
saw here a machine for twisting straw 
ropes which ‘‘was thought to have been 
one of the Egyptian hieroglyphics, in 
honour of the person who invented it ”’ ; 
the shape.of it is that of the letter “ P.’’ 
The straw is fixed to the top; it is held 
at the bottom and turned round on a 
swivel. This instrument was called in 
Irish corhougan. 


GALWAY AND THE LYNCHES. 


At Galway Pococke lodged in the house 
of his old friend Mr. Simcocks, Warden of 
Galway. ‘‘This town,” he says, “was 
inhabited by the Hollerns Fishermen till 
one Lynch in 1280 got a grant of the 
lands of it, from Edward II., and, as 
tradition saies, built two Castles, both 


| called Reinville ; one against the Hollerns, 


the. other against the Flakerts of 
Cunnehmarrah.”’ I presume the 
‘* Hollerns ” were Dutchmen, and that the 
“ Flakerts’’ were that redoubtable tribe 
immortalised by the well-known prayer of | 
the settlers, “From the ferocious 
O’Flahertys, good Lord deliver us.” The 
fine large houses of hewn stone, built after 
the Spanish manner, are mentioned; and 
we are told of the carved windows, door- 
cases, chimneypieces and bow windows in 
these houses. The trade with France and 
Spain was then carried on by Catholic 
merchants who had correspondents there, 
and they were jealous of others coming 
into any share with them. Some of the 
names of the local families are 
mentioned ; including the curious ones of 
Terret |Skerret?], Athy, Funt, Penrice ; 
the last three are extinct, or near it. 
After dining with the judges at the 
Mayor’s house, Pococke returned to his 
host’s residence, and found a Dr. Lynch 
there. He then goes on to relate a well- 
known story, but slightly different from 
the version I am acquainted with :— 

“CA very remarkable thing happened 
there in relation to one of the Lynches, 
soe long agoe as that he was the fourth 
or fifth Mayor of the town: His son was 
coming in a ship from Spain, murdered 
the Spanish Captain, brought the ship 
into Galway and sold the goods. When 
this fact came to his father’s knowledge, 
the son was tried by the father and 
condemned, who sat on the bench: and. 
intercession being made for him, he bid 
tlre persons come to him in the afternoon ; 
and when they return’d they saw the son 
hanging out of the chamber window. This 
house remains as a specimen of an 
inferior sort of building, and over the 
door is a death’s head and bones of a 
skeleton.”’ 


A WOMAN IN THE CASE. 


I have taken the woodcut, reproduced 
here, from the Dublin Penny Journal, of 
1833 (Vol. 1., No. 29); and the note 
appended to it is signed ‘* P.’’—which 
stands for Petrie, I think. This excellent 
authority donbts the date given by 
Hardiman in his “ Historv of Galway ” 
for the incident in question, viz., some 
time about 1493, in which year James 
Lynch FitzStephen (the Roman-like 
father of the tale) was Mayor of Galway. 
Petrie considers the date on the tablet. 
1624, to be the correct one. The house 
shown is, he states, certainly not of 
fifteenth century architecture. In the 
magazine mentioned there is a long 
account of the legend, differing from 
Pococke’s version, as there is #2. woman in 
the case. The house in Lombard street. 
in which this tablet was inserted, was 
demolished sometime in the nineteenth 
century, or, at any rate, the stone was 
removed about that time; but in 1854 it 
was re-erected on the wall of St. Nicholas s 
Churchyard ; where one of my family saw 
it a few years ago. Some of the guide- 
books give the date on the tablet as 1524; 
but this must be a mistake, I think, owing 
to the difficulty of reading the old figures 
from the street. - 

I have sen it stated that the 
American term of “ Lynch Law” is 
derived from the above incident, and that 
it was introduced into America by Irish 
emigrants. On looking into Webster’s 
Dictionary, however (an American work), 
[ find that the term is derived from the 
action of a Virginian farmer named 
Lynch.

Che Maligned Bus. 


I travelled beyond Leixlip by ‘bus on 
Easter Monday, writes a friend, and 
before getting off I enquired twice about 
the ‘buses due to return to Dublin in the 
evening. ‘Six oclock,’’ the conductor 
said, ‘‘and seven.’ ‘‘ But.’’ I said, “if 
you leave the bridge at six (it was further 
away) you cannot be here at six.” ‘ Well, 
five past six then,” he replied irritably 
at being questioned twice. ‘To be quite on 
the safe side I waited at the appointed 
place at a quarter to six. Six came—no 
"bus, five past, ten, twenty past. I began 
walking in the direction of Leixlip, about 
four miles off. I noticed two ladies 
walking in front. of me.. They turned 
round constantly, looking down the road. 
They were also waiting for the ‘bus. 
Motors came by the score, but no “bus. 
At last one came—at a quarter to seven. 
We put up our hands. With an imperious 
hoot it swept on. They laughed, I 
crumbled, and we walked together to 
Leixlip. They said that the next bus was 
at nine. They had return tickets—issued 
to those who travel frequently, for com- 
paratively short distances. They got a

Motor Taxes and Holidays. 


There was a very noticeable increase in 
the number of motor cars and cycles on 
the roads during the Easter week-end, 
and this, I think, was due not only to 
the excellent weather conditions then 
prevailing, but also to the fact that the 
authorities, for some unknown reason, 
have insisted on completing the first 
quarter on the 24th March. With the 
second quarter thus commencing on the 
25th March, a great many fine-weather 
motorists do not tax their cars or cycles 
until then, and this year it very narrowly 
missed the Easter holidays. 

A friend of mine, desiring to have his 
cycle taxed for the summer months, sent 
a messenger with the necessary docu- 
ments and cash for six months from 25th 
March, but he was informed that he could 
only get a licence for three months or to 
the end of the year. It seems extra- 
ordinary that there is no provision made 
for the taxing of vehicles for what must 
be the most popular six months of the 
year. It must be a perfect nuisance to 
have to renew the licence in the middle 
of the period, 


An Irishman in Belgrade. 


The latest issue of the Dublin Magazine 
contains an article entitled ‘‘ The Good 
Censor,’’ which propounds the theory that 
writers themselves should form a censor- 
ship.

Cork Municipal Houses. 


A Cork correspondent writes :—During 
the period when Mr. Monahan acted as 
City Commissioner for Cork, four housing 
schemes for the workers were put in hand, 
and of these there is but one now un- 
finished. Hundreds of these houses now 
provide dwellings all built with the most 
up-to-date conveniences, and in the 
healthiest places in the suburbs. Each 
site resembles a small town, and people 
who have been absent for any considerable 
time express surprise and delight at the 
transformation for the better thus effected- 

One of the lots—Capwell, at the south 
side—is, in my opinion, the most 
attractive of all. It is at the city 
boundary, away from all the noise and 
smoke and other incidents of town, but 
still readily in reach by electric trams, 
‘buses and even on foot. The surroundings 
are such that one can readily imagine a 
rural environment. 

A great advantage, which is appreciated 
to the full, is that every house has its 
garden plot in front and in the rear. 
People who have had to live in flats and 
in one or two rooms in a city street tell 
me that they find it hard to express their 
delight in having such ideal homes. 

Less fortunate city people take a delight 
In visiting these places, instead of walking 
in the busy streets, when the day's work 
is done. Commissioner Monahan always 
will be remembered by his good work in 
Cork in securing these much needed 
dwellings. 


A New Air Mail Service. 


Although little has been said about it, 
much of the credit for the organisation 
and preliminary work in connection with 
the new air mail service to India is due 
to Sir Philip Sassoon, the Under-Seere- 
tary for Air. Six months ago Sir Philip 
set out on a ‘‘ flying visit ” to the East, 
and in a very short period managed to 
inspect twenty-five R.A.F. stations. 

The main object of the flight was, how- 
ever, to test the latest type of flying boat 
under different temperatures and climatic 
conditions, and the Under-Secretary for

Derry s New Industry.

of special interest to etymologists. 
_There will be no mistaking the inten 
tions of the promoters, whose work will 
be merely with curing the humble net. 
ring in its millions. In former days 
however, the word “ kipper ” was applied 
only to salmon. 

“Kipper ” was properly the term 
applied to the male salmon at a special 
period of the breeding season. At the 
approach of this season the «male fish 
develops a sharp cartilaginous beak, 
known as the “kip,” and from this is 
derived the term “' kipper.”’ 

The earliest uses of the word “ cypera’”’ 
and ‘‘ kyper ’’ comprised both sexes, and 
Skeat gave the ar English ‘‘ kippean ”’ 
(to spawn) as its origin. 

The modern use of “ kipper ” comes 
from the practice of rendering the breed- 


ing salmon fit for food by splitti 

ing : plitting and 
smoke-drying, and to-dav the word is 
virtually monopolised by the herring.

Lord Dunraven is not fond of fishing 
himself, preferring a game of golf on the 
picturesque 9-hole course on his estate. 

Lady Olein Wyndham- 
Quin, is, however, passionately fond of 
fishing, and I have seen her play and land 
many a twenty pounder, with a grace that 
denotes her skill as an angler. 

Lord Dunraven’s mansion at Adare, is 
a castellated Tudor edifice of cut limestone, 
standing on the western bank of the 
river, Its erection occupied twenty 
years and was wholly accomplished by 
natives of Adare, working under the 
superintendence of an Adare man, whose 
services are recognised by the following 
inscription on the east front :— 

“Im memory of James Connolly, of 
Adare, mason and faithful servant of the 
Earl of Dunraven, and bnilder of this 
house, A.D. 1831, till his death in 1852.’’ 

The demesne comprises two thousand 
acres, and is famed for its varied and 
beautiful sylvan scenery, as well as for the 
remains of three ecclesiastical buildings 
and a stately castle that are within its 
bounds, 


“Ghe Open- Air Nursery School. 


I was very interested to hear Miss 
Margaret McMillan tell, during her 
recent visit to Dublin, of her wonderful 
open-air nursery school in Deptford. 

There the little children of the poorer 
classes are brought im every morning by 
their mothers, to be cared for, washed, 
fed, clothed, taught and played with. by 
a staff of educated girls, who have been 
especially trained for the purpose. There 
they spend the whole long working day till 
their mothers are again at liberty to claim 
them. 

This open-air method has been proved to 
be excellent for the prevention of in- 
fectious diseases, and Miss McMillan 
showed some very interesting statistics 
which went to prove that, if this method 
could only be adopted more generally, a 
good deal of child suffering which is looked 
on as inevitable, would become almost un- 
known. 

If institutions of this nature could be 
established in the neighbourhood of our 
Dublin slums, surely the wonderful benefit 
derived would amply repay the time and 
money expended. The Cappagh and Stil- 
lorgan Homes have given such a good lead 
in the cure of sickness by the open-air 
treatment that surely the prevention is, if 
possible, the better method.

| Ireland is slowly developing, and the 
forthcoming battle of the polls gives fair 
promise of being the most interesting, and 
at the same time, the most destructive of 
cherished ideals, in the annals of the 
northern province, No longer is blind and 
unreasoning deference paid to the Wishes 
of those in authority. A new generation has 
arisen Whose allegiance cannot be claimed 
according to the old traditions of drum- 
thumping and appeals to sectarian 
animosities. In large measure this is due 
io the spread of broad education, with its 
more liberal teachings of social] service 
and civic responsibility than formerly 
existed, as well as to bitter disillusionment 
caused by depression in industry, with 
consequent poverty and distress, parti 
cularly amongst the working classes. The 
spirit of fellowship is yrowing, and, where 
that exists, suspicion and prejudice 
sradually wither and decay. Thus in the 
-truggle for political power the old slogans 
and catch-crys are ineffective, 
New = and Ar ós have also 
come into being, which do not apne: 
the “‘die-hards’’ and “last ion” 


vith the result that additional parties are 


now in the field seeking to realise their 
ambitions. Such things are to be expected 
in the evolution of a State. Growth of 
political freedom is quite as important as 
the development of material resources. but 
where both proceed side by side they briny 
peace and contentment. It is said that 
Socialism is increasing in the working- 
class districts of Belfast and the Govern- 
iment views its influence with alarm. but 
the best antidote to such teaching is to 
provide work for those who seek employ- 
ment. The big relief schemes which were 
to do so much are still in the air. The 
Socialists are going to test their strength 
in Belfast at the parliamentary elections, 
and the results should be of more than 
usual interest. 


REE STATE COMMENDED. 


One hears so much of the perfections of 
ie Northern Ministries, especially when 
onpared with Southern departments, 
hat it 1s quite refreshing to find the Free 
‘tate exalted as an example for the Six 
‘ounties to follow. In those days of de- 
pression it is of importance that Irish 
products should make a favourable im- 
pression in the cross-Channel markets, 
and, although attention has been given to 
the circulation of slogans such as ‘‘ Buy 
Ulster Goods,’ and so forth, there is 
nothing so convincing as practical demon- 
strations.

BELFAST’S BLIND DERELICTS. 


_ The Belfast Corporation has expressed 
its sympathy with the unemployed and 
unemployable blind persons in the city. 
and resents any suggestion that it is 
callous towards these unfortunate waifs 
and strays of the human race. There are 
many “‘dark”’ people wandering about 
the streets of the Northern Capital look. 
ing for help. and their little stores of 
matches and hoot-laces are only a thin 
disguise for begging. For them the out- 
look is hopeless indeed, and were it not 
for the generosity of the public the work- 
house would be their lei refuge. This 
subject came before the Corporation on 
Tuesday with a suggestion that the weekly 
grant to the destitute blind should be 
increased from five shillings to ten shil- 
lings, but it was rejected owing to 
insufficient funds. It was pointed out 
that only £6,000 was Bene á cm for this 
purpose, while a too generous ‘‘ dole ” 
might attract to the city blind derelicts 
from all over the province. 

In Great Britain the grants to the 
unemployed blind range from 20s. to 32s. 
per week, but, in this instance, it is not 
expected that the Northern authorities 
will observe the boasted “ step by step ’’ 
policy in social service with the biker 
scale across the (Channel. This is a 
problem which should be considered from 
a national point of view, and it is appeal- 
ing more and more to the sympathies of 
compassionate and thoughtful citizens. 
The blind person is shut up in a black, 
shadowless land, helpless and dependent 
on others; yet, until very recently, this 
class got but little consideration from any 
source. There are various institutions 
to help them, but, in the majority of 
cases, the relief given is inadequate. 


IO HIM THAT HATH — 


While the Corporation finds difficulty 
in allocating money to assist a deserving 
section of the community, it appears to be 
able to raise funds to increase the already 
substantial salaries of officials. At the 
meeting on Tuesday proposals’ were 
ndeted which will ultimately mean an 
extra £3,000 per year on the rates, if not 
more, and a motion put forward by the 
reform party to adjourn them for further 
consideration was defeated, to the accom- 
paniment of jibes and jeers. The dis- 
agreeable lessons of the past seem to have 
affected but lightly many members of the 
Council, who display a Jamentable lack 
of dignity in the administration of muni- 
cipal affairs. It is well known that trade, 
industry and commerce in Belfast are in 
a depressed condition, and when thou- 
sands of families are virtually destitute 
the time seems to be inopportune to place 
further burdens on the ratepayers. 

Officials with salaries ranging around 


£600 and over per annum might manage 
to struggle along without enduring hard 
ship until brighter times, no matter how 
deserving they may be of higher emolu- 
ments. The call for economy reminds 
one of the voice crying in the wilderness. 
It is unheard and unheeded. In the 
meantime, the workless army demands 
employment, but cannot get it, and the 
relief schemes suggested here and there 
are slow in being put into operation. 
Five years ago the Government predicted 
that it would solve the unemployment 
problem, but it is still as pressing as ever 
notwithstanding the improvement in ship- 


building. 


REFORMERS’ FIGHTING POLICY. 


The people of the North have not yet 
been favoured with an explanation of the 
Temperance Party’s ‘‘ far-reaching plans’’ 
which are expected to place in power a 
Government more in consonance with its 
teachings than the existing Administra. 
tion. This does not mean, however, that 
there is any diminution of enthusiasm, 
and it may be reasonably concluded that 
the reformers intend to put their fighting 
policy into operation if required. A 
manifesto was issued this morning by the 
General Assembly’s Temperance (‘ommittee 
of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland, in 
which an appeal is made to the electorate 
to return a temperance reform Parlia 
ment this year, and in this way to help 
to banish industrial depression. It is 
stated that, ‘‘as the whole question. of 
local option is bound to be a living issue 
at the next election, the Assembly would 
call on the Government to reconsider its 
attitude towards this measure, and woulc 
urge the electors to vote for such candi- 
dates as are prepared to encourage its 
introduction and support its enactment.”’ 
There is no ambiguity about that message 
to the people, and, unless the Prime 
Minister is prepared to retract his Newry 
speech against any further restrictive 
legislation so long as he is Premier, ther? 
is certain to be a clash at the polls. 


MORE TROUBLE IN STORE. 


There is likely to be trouble over the 
choice of candidates for the official 
Unionist representation of Queen’s Uni- 
versity, Belfast, in the Northern Parlia- 
ment. It wil] be recalled that 4 few weeks 
ago the Unionist Vo@ers’ Association in 
connection with the University selected! 
four gentlemen as the official nominees, 
at the same time rejecting Mr. J. H. 
Robb, K.C., Secretary to the Ministry of 
Education, and one of the sitting members 
of the University. This was considered fo 
be a challenge to the policy of the Govern- 
ment in ~<a matters, and Mr. 
Robb’s defeat is attributed to the meeting 
being packed with clergymen, who are in 
favour of the Londonderry Act being 
amended. ; 

The incident has given great offence in 
certain quarters, and it is suggested caí 
the selected candidates should be oppose]. 
but, if the official decision is to ve 
questioned by highly educated voters, 1t 1s 
difficult to understand how these people 
can blame others for doing the sume thing 
and thinking for themselves. The Uni- 
versity returns four representatives, with 
a total voting strength of between two and 
three thousand graduates, many of whom 
do not veside in Northern Ireland ; and 
one of the grievances of the Nationalists 
is that it takes about 32.000 voters to 
return a man of their colour as against a 
comparatively sma]J] number required for 
the real “ true b]ues.”' ; 
Even in the halls of learning there 1s 
disagreement, and those who advocate dis- 
cipline in others do not always apply it 
to themselves. In the matter of educa- 
tional control the teachers are up in arins 
against the proposals of the clergy, which, 
they declare, would revive old evils and re- 
establish denominational control, reducing 
the Londonderry Act to impotence. It is

SLIGU, Thursday. 

Sligo to-day has many visitors, and the 
hotels are overcrowded. Public interest in 
the Feis is maintained, and music is the 
principal topic of discussion. he adjudi- 
cators’ comments to-day were generally 
favourable. In the senior violin competition, 
however, Miss Knocker, an excellent and im- 
partial judge, found the material so variable 
that she spoke of it as ranging from vice to 
virtue. One of the principal contests—the 
Sarto medal for plainsong — delighted Sir 
Richard Terry. Indeed, the general stan- 
dard of performanee was most creditable. 

The following were the awards :— 

Special Prize for Dramatic Solo Singing 
(a silver cup). ‘Test piece, a song or scene 
from an opera, to be sung with appropriate 
pectenree-t Frank Walsh, tenor, Carrick-on- 
Shannon (85 marks); 2, R. Johnson, tenor, 
Belfast (84): 5, J. F. Paskim, baritone, Wick- 
low (83); 4, Mr. Hoey, tenor, Athlone (76) 

Sir Richard Terry said that all the com- 
petitors showed instinct for this class of 
singing. Most of the voices had too much 
vibrato, and nearly all the singers took tar 
too much hiberty with the pianist, who en- 
deavoured, as far as she was able, to cover 
up their faults. (Applause.) Speaking of 
the winner, Sir Richard said that he made 
rather undisciplined shots at some of the 
higher notes. In spite of nasal tone, he sang 
beautifully in tune, and his diction was gener- 
ally clear. This singer had in him the 
makings of a really fine operatic tenor. (Ap- 
plause.) The second prize-winuer had a pro- 
nounced vtifjato, and his phrasing was vot 
broad enough. Yet he was a fine operatic 
tenor, who “ delivered the goods”’ with dis- 
tinction. The third prize winner got a grand 
flowing movement into his music. He had 
perfect intonation and a _ geod. sense of 
climax. The fourth prize winner sang beau 
tifully the first verse of “ Kily Mavour- 
neen,” but the second verse was not so 
good.

Miss Knocker, who adjudicated with Dr. 
Larchet, congratulated Sligo on its very fine 
orchestra. She said that she wished there 
had been half-a-dozen more competitors of 
like quality, for she was simply astounded by 
the fine performance. The good, clear attack 
at the beginning was very remarkable, and 
the impressiun created was sustained through- 
out. For a small body, this orchestra had 
a remarkably wide range of tone variety. 
Very often the tone gave the impression of 
an orchestra three times its size. She was 
sorry that there was no rival in the fic'd, 
so that the gold medal might be awar.led. 
The adjudicators had no hesitation in award- 
ing 90 marks out of 100.

The 
tests were difficult—‘‘ The Grave.”’ bv Fried- 
mann Bach, and ‘* Minuet,’’ hy Porpora 
Kreisler, and a moderately difficult sight 
test. The best performer was very good, 
indeed, both musically and. technically. Five 
or six competitors showed distinct promise. 
Three of the sight-readers got full marks.

CENTRE. 
THE REBUILDING OF 
SACKVILLE STREET. 
A GR BAT WHITE 
THOROUGHFARE. 


-———. 
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Only two of the sites of the buildings 
which were wrecked during the civil war 
of 1922-23 in Upper Sackville street, 
Dublin, now remain to be built upon, and 
if the offers which were made for them at 
an auction held by Messrs. Dockrell 
yesterday are approved by the City Com- 
missioners, the rebuilding of the street 
will have been completed within the next 
couple of years, at a cost of many 
hundreds of thousands of pounds. 

The two sites which were offered were: 
(a) The space at the junction of Sackville 
street and Cathedra) place, formerly 
occupied by the Dublin United Tramways 
Company and the Hibernian Bible Society. 
To this site is attached an ereyratia grant 
of £16,232, subject to the premises being 
rebuilt ; (b) the site fronting Upper Nack- 
ville street and Gloucester street, to which 
is attached an er-qratia yrant of £7,306. 
There are also sites at the rear jacing 
Gloucester street and Marlborough street, 
to which no ereygratia grant is attached. 

The conditions of sale provide that the 
buildings must be erected and completed 
on the sites within two years from the 
confirmation of the sale. 

There were only two bids, one of £5,000 
lor site ‘‘a,’’ and £2,000 for site “b,” aid 
these offers are to be submitted to the City 
Commissioners for approval. 

THE NEW STREET. 

The western side of Sackville street is 
now almost completety rebuilt. The front 
portion of the General Post Office is nearly 
finished, and on the site of the 
Edinburgh Hotel, which was destroyed 
in 1922, three fine shops and spacious 
suites of offices have ben erected. 
The only other building on that side of 
the street which is in the hands of the 
builders—No. 45—is rapidly approaching 
completion. The fronts of all the new 
buildings are either of Portland stone or 
Portland stone and County Wicklow 
vranite, and the improvement of that side 
of this yreat highway is very marked. 

The opposite side of the street will, 
when complete, be even more striking, and 
what may be described us the centre-piece 
—that portion from-Cathedral street to 
Gloucester street—will present a very fine 
appearance. The new cinema, which is 
being built at a cost of over £100,000, 
is expected to be ready for performances 
next August. It will have a frontage of 
150 feet between the Gresham Hotel and 
the partly erected Hamman Building. It 
is fronted with Portland stone and Irish 
granite, and the pleasing lines of the 
Gresham Hotel will be continued in the 
cinema front, but on more robust lines, 
appropriate to the height and length of 
the very fine front. 

LARGE ACCOMMODATION. 

This cinema will have accommodation 
for 3.000 people, and it will be the only 
one of the kind in Ireland to have a span 
over the whole width of the building—100 


feet—-on which the second floor or circle | 


will rest. This does away with the 
obstruction of supporting pillars. The 
orchestra will be provided with the latest 
type of accommodation in the form of an 
electric platform, which can be made to 
appear and disappear at will. 

The next building to the cinema is that 
for the Revenue Commissioners, the steel 
work of which is now nearly complete. 
It will be in the builder’s hands in a short 
time, and with the completion of these two 
buildings Sac&ville street will favourably 
compare with some of the best thorough. 
fares in Europe.

The Belgian Congo. 


In October, 1908, the Independent State 
of the Congo became a Belgian Colony, 
having been, for many years. previously 
the private possession of King Leopold II. 
His administration of this vast domain— 
it is eighty times the size of Belgium and 
has a native population of ten millions— 
stank in Europe’s nostrils. King. Leopold 
of the Belgians had: apologists, even in 
England, but it is certain that the Congo 
interested him mainly as a source of 
wealth. His agents were men Of the slave- 
driving type; nearly six thousand miles 
separated them from Belgium, which has 
no mercantile ‘marine ;« and they .were 
rewarded in proportion to the amount of 
palm oil, rubber, copper and ivory that 
they sent home to Brussels. There is 
abundant proof that their réqime was 
cruel, that they held their authority by 
terrorism, and that the natives received 
no consideration save as beasts of burden. 
During the last twenty years the Belgian 
Government has done much to turn those 
unhappy facts into memories. The new 
administration is manned by well-trained 
officials, under whose care social reform 
has kept pace with economic progress. 
Describing their work in The Times, Dr. 
Joseph Wouters says that the first reform,

Civic Flying. 

Writing in the Daily Telegranh, Major 
C. €. Turner, an authority on flying, 
comments at some length on the obstacles 
that still stand in the way of civil avia- 
tion. The science of flying has made 
almost incredible progress during the last 
ten years. Travel by air in Germany and 
other parts of Europe now’ is almost as 
common as travel by trai; and the time 


is at hand when an aeroplane will be : 


hailed as readily as a-taxi-cab. Major 
Turner points out, however. that civil 
aviation is being hindered seriously as a 
result of the attitude of certain countries. 
In some parts of Europe, he alleges, the 
airman runs the risk of being the target 
of rifle, or even artillery fire. In Yaoo- 
Slavia, for instance, the complete land 
frontier, with the exception of narrow 
” corridors,’’ is forbidden to air-craft, In 
‘Turkey also ‘‘ corridors’”’ have been 
detimited, and any. acroplane that strays 
for three. miles. on either side of. the 
narrow -paths that have been Jaid out is 
liable to attack. The situation on the 
Yugo-Slav-Greek frontier is ludicrous

Women in Sport. 


The announcement that Friulein Cilli 
Aussem, Germany’s woman _ ternis 
champion, bas been compelled to abandon 
the game as a result of eye strain ought 
to come as a useful reminder to women 
that they belong to the female sex, after 
all. Since the war women have been 
devoting themselves more and more 
strenuously to “sport.” No form of 
physical exertion has been too much for 
them. They have been playing not only 
golf and tennis, but Rugby football, and 
they have invaded even the boxing ring: 
Doctors have warned them in vain. The 
desire to achieve complete equality with 
men has overcome every other considera- 
tion. Fraulein Aussem’s misfortune is 
bad enough in itself, but its implications 
are even more alarming. Mr. H. S$. 
Scrivener, the well-kncwn tennis referee, 
deciares that the game of tennis is bad 
for women, inasmuch as it tends to make 
pretty girls ugly. The constant strain of 
watching tennis balls, he asserts, results 
in the development of ‘‘a fixed and hard 
expression,” and ‘‘‘there are cases of first- 
class players who, starting as really pretty 
girls, have become. so strained in their 
expressions that they now are positively 
plain-looking.”’ Mr. Scrivener is an 
expert whose statement ought to send 
every pretty tennis player back to her 
needle and her shears. The unsexed 
woman is one of the most pathetic 
phenomena of our times, and there is 
little doubt that athletic excellence rarely 
is accompanied by womanly: attractions. 
We do not suggest a general return to 
mid-Victorianism, but we deplore the 
folly of excess. There is much to be 
said for the motto of the late German 
Empress: Kinder, Kiiche und Kirche— 
“ Kids,” Kitchen and Kirk. The old 
Empress’s philosophy may be hopelessly 
old-fashioned, but it has produced some 
magnificent women. 


OBITUARY. 
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THE DUKE DE STACPOOLE, 


The Duke de Stacpoole, who died on 
Wednesday at a nursing home in London, in 
his sixty-ninth year, though he was a Papal 
Duke and Marquis and a French Count and 
Viscount, was also (says T’he Times) an 
Irishman and a sportsman, of County Gal- 
way. 

His great-grandfather, George Stacpoole, 
of Violet Hill, Co. Dublin, and of Grosvenor 
place,.London, was created Count de Stac- 
poole by King Louis XVIII. of France. The 
Count’s son Richard was created a viscount 
‘by King Louis XVIII., a marquis by Pope 

o XII., anda duke by Pope Gregory XVI., 
and was the father of Richard, the second 
Duke, and of George Stanislaus, the third 
Duke. This third) Duke married Maria, 
daughter of Mr. Thomas Dunn, of Bath 
House, Northumberland, and became the 
father of the fourth Duke, whose death is 
now announced. After his wife’s death the 
third Duke received Holy Orders, became a 
Canon of St. Maria in Trastevere in Rome, 
and was made a domestic prelate by Pope 
Pius IX. He died in 1896. 

George, fourth Duke de nod peng was born 
on June 21, 1860, was educated at Beaumont, 
and was formerly a lieutenant in the órd 
Battalion, The Yorkshire Regiment. He 
married, in 1883, Pauline, only child and 
heiress of Mr. F. F. MacEvoy, of Tober- 
tynan, Co. Meath, sometime M.P. for Meath, 
by Eliza, only child and heiress of Mr. 
Andrew Browne, of Mount Hazel, Co. 
Galway. 

The Duke and Duchess de Stacpoole were 
very popular in Galway, where they were 
keenly interested iu every kind of sport, 
especially hunting. In the old davs, when 
the ill-fated Empress of Austria used to hunt 
in Ireland, she often took the Duchess as her 
companion. At Mount Hazel they had manv 
interesting mementoes of the family associa- 
tions with beth France and the Papal Court. 

In 1922 the Duke published a book of 
reminiscences, “ Irish and other Memories, ' 
which moves pleasantly between Russia and 
Turkey, and old-time London, Rome, and 
Galway. The writer’s grandfather brought 
foxhounds from Galway into France, and 
helped to rebuild the basilica of St. Pavl, in 
Rome. and the writer himself saw Newman's 
investiture as Cardinal, won a gold medal at 
Chicago for a water-filter, presented a St. 
Bernard to the Sultan Abdul, and was kissed 
by the Jast King of France. He describes 
racy Irish scenes which recall Lever. and 
gives the Connemara revipe for making ten- 
vear-old whiskev mathematically by mixing 
four-vear-old and six-year-old ‘‘ Jameson,”’ - 

Two of the Duke’s sons were killed in the 
war. He leaves three sons and one danchter 
surviving. and is succeeded bv his eldest son. 
Cartain George Mary Fdward Josenh Patricl 
de Stacnoole. late The Connancht Roncers. of 
Tobertynan, Co. Meath, who served in the 
warm renee and Macedonia, and is Waster 
of the Kill Harriers. He merricd Constance 
devehter of Mr, Temes Palmer, of leno 
Ahhev, Galwev, and has three sona and twa 
dencohters. The late Duke's denehter is the 
wife of Colonel Harwv MeMieking, C.R. 
D.8.0., late The Roval Seots.

WHAT FREE STATE LOST 
BY THEIR DEPARTURE. 


Some of the shortcomings that will have 
to be removed before the Irish tourist 
traffic can be satisfactorily developed were 
made very clear by the Rev. Patrick 
Gannon, $.J., in a lecture on the future 
of Irish seaside resorts in the Town Hall, 
Galway, on Wednesday night. 

Father Gannon, whose lecture some 
time ago on the decay of the smal] town 
caused widespread interest, provided 
plenty of food for thought on this occa- 
sion also, and his address was punctuated 
with a good dea] of applause from the 
large audience. 

He was sorry, he said, that in propor- 
tion as the Ifish people were getting hold 
of the country they were defacing it. 
Whatever the faults of the people they 
had known as the old ascendancy landlord 
class—they had very hard words for 
them, some of which they - probably 
deserved—they were a class who loved the 
beauty of the land. 


“ THEY LOVED IRELAND.” 

They had a_ perverted outlook on 
national affairs, and they paid for their 
failure to fulfil their duty of wens 
of the nation which they might have led. 
But they loved Ireland—if the people 
only kept quiet—(Laughter)—and in a 
certain way they loved the people. 

Those of them that fled were dying of 
broken hearts in England, and wou!l 
come back to-morrow if they could. They 
preserved the scenic beauty of the land, 
planted trees and enclosed parks and 
demesnes. 
Partly in the wars that took place, and 
after them, we had no other use for them 
but to burn their houses and cut the 
trees. Wilderness and desolation were 
created where there was beauty. 


“ THE VICTORY OF DEMOCRACY.” 

If that be the victory of democracy then 
something would have to be done. Every- 
one ruining the beauty of the country was 
striking at a potential source of national 
revenue. Every man who wantonly cut 
down trees spread ugliness. where there 
might be beauty and was an enemy of his 
own prosperity and the prosperity of all 

‘ound, 
Pathe Gannon also urged that house 
building should be under control; so that 
town planning would have to be observed.

' The exportation of cured. fish “from: the 
Irish Free State to America is seriously 
menaced by a proposal which has been 
laid before the United States Tariff (‘om 
mittee to impose a tax of ten cents on 
every pound of cured fish imported into 
that country. 

Such a tariff would, in practice, work 
out at twenty dollars (£4) a barrel, as 
the cured fish from this country is usually 
put up in barrels of 200 Ibs. i 

In a norma] year from forty to fifty 
thousand barrels would be exported from 
the Free State, so that the proposed 
impost would mean a very serious charge 
on the industry. 

If the proposal is carned into effect. 
it will have a very serious effect, indeed, 
on both herring and mackerel fishing, not 
alone in this country, but in Norway and 
Scotland. The proposal, it is understood, 
has emanated from people interested in 
the Alaskan herring fishery, which they 
hope to develop by squeezing out the 
European product. 


ALIVE TO THE DANGER. 

The Free State Department of Fisheries 
is fully alive to the grave danger threat 
ening the industry. In the course of a 
conversation with an Irish Times repre. 
sentative yesterday, Mr. L. C. Moriarty. 
Secretary of the Department, said that 
full particulars of their case had been 
supplied to the Saorstat Trade Repre 
sentative in New York and that the 
matter will be taken up with the Tariff 
Committee at Washington. 

He pointed out, however, that ob‘ection 
to the propee>d tariff can come only from 
an Amer citizen. A Free State 
exporter of fish has no locus standi in

be lodged by American citizens engaged in 
the importation of foreign fish. One or 
two associations in the United States are 
taking action in the matter and will pre. 
sent the case for the foreign fish importers 
to the committee, who wil] not arrive at 
a decision until they have heard both 
sides. 
A LARGE EXPORT TRADE. 

In 1927, the latest year for which ful] 
export figures are available, the value of 
cured herring and mackerel exported from 
the Free State to the United States was 
approximately £100,000 for 71,000 cwts. 
of fish. 

The value of fish exports from the Free 
State to all countries during the last few 
years was as follows:— 


469,000 

The increase in 1927 was chiefly due to 
the increase in guantity and value of 
salmon and trout exported. 
also a marked increase in the guality of 
the herring exported in 1927, with the re- 
sult that the international markets were 
very ‘favourable. Owing to a falling-off 
in the quality of the catch these markets 
were not so favourable last year. 

Thirty or forty years ago it was a 
common thing for Ireland to export 
100,000 barrels of cured fish, mainly 
mackerel and herring, to the United 
States, but that trade has steadily de- 
creased, and it is the considered opinion 
of those who are competent to speak on 
the matter that 75,000 barrels imported 
from Ireland into the United States would 
‘““ saturate’? the market. It is felt that 
possibly not more than. 50,000 barrels 
| would be a healthy quantity to unload on 
the American market in any one year. 


WHY AMER’CA WANTS LESS. 

Various reasons are advanced for this 
state of affairs. The real factor in the 
situation, however, is that the Americans 
in recent years have enormously developed 
their own herring and mackerel fisheries. 
On th: Eastern side they have increased 
their home catch by doubling up for the 
years 1925-26-27, until they reached the 
maximum of 300,000 cwts. of mackerel 
landed at their own ports in 1927. 

Another reason is that the Americans 
have concentrated very steadily on the 
rapid distribution, by refrigerator cars, of 
fresh fish through the towns of the Middle 
West. By this means people can get fresh 
fish one thousand miles from the port 
where it has been landed. 

Notwithstanding these facts, however, 
Irish mackerel realised very high prices 
in the American markets last year, as 
much as thirty-six dollars a barrel being 
paid, compared with the twenty or twenty- 
two dollars a barrel normally paid. That 
was due to. the, circumstance that both 
herring and mackerel were inexplicably 
scarce last year. 


HARVEST THAT FAILED. 


The failure of the mackerel fishing in 
1928 resulted in a considerable falling off 
in the numbers exported during the past 
season. . Ireland was not alone in this 
respect. Norway, which up to the years 
preceding the Great War was the most 
serious competitor Ireland had to meet in 
the American market, has now ceased to 
supply that market to any appreciable 
extent. 

As regards herrings, it is satisfactory 
to know that the excellent quality of the 
herrings landed on our coast has caused 
buyers of herring for. the American 
markets to give to this country’s product 
considerable attention, and the high prices 
which were paid for uncured fish of quality 
suitable for the American market have 
been a source of great benefit to the 
inshore fishermen. The loss of the 
American ‘market for our prime herring 
would be a serious blow to the small 
fishermen of this country. 

There is a growing consumption of the 
first quality Irish herring in the United 
States, stated to be due to the presence 
of so many European immigrants in the 
population, and the prices realised for 
prime Irish fish on the American market 
enable the curers here to pay very good 
prices to the fishermen. 


LAST YEAR’S SET-BACK. 


The industry received a set-back in 1928, 
mainly because the weather conditions 
were extraordinary and made tshing 
virtually impossible. When the weather 
was good, on the other hand, the fish 
were not there. 

{n. 1927 an effort was made by the 
Germans to develop the Irish herring 
fishing. There is a special run of herring 
caught mainly at Dunmore, in the South, 
which the Germans like very much., They 
were so pleased with them in 1926 that 
in the following season they made a strong 
drive in the catchment area, but for some 
unknown reason the quality of the herring 
was exceedingly poor that year. 

Another outlet that has been lost to 
the trade is that of Russia, which m 
former years provided a steady market 
for the winter herring. In pre-war days 
it was no uncommon sight to see the 
Swilly. dotted with scores of vessels fishing 
for herring that could be sold at a profit 
in the Russian market. This year the 
Swilly was virtually desert.d, because ‘he 
Russian market is no longer open. 

Until more capital is put into the 
industry. and ‘steam trawlers are employed 
to out and search the seas and bring’ 
in fresh fish for home consumption people 
will have to depend upon fish landed at 


and sent across here—frequently arriving

SHANGHAI, Thursday. 

A dramatic change in the war. situation 
has occurred owing to the defection of one 
Hupch division of the Wrhan Army and 
the declaration of neutrality of another, 
commanded by a Cantonese General. 

The Wuhan forces are retiring all along 
the line and are evacuating Hankow. 
Panic prevails in Hankow, and thousands 
of Chinese are flocking to the Foreign 
Concession areas. The Government forces 
are expected to arrive forthwith. 


CROSSING THE BORDER. 

Farlier in the day the Nationalist 
military headquarters reported a gradual 
advance of all sections of the front, and 
that Nationalist forces entered Hupeh 
from West Kiangsi, and had reached a 
point south of Winchang, where they 
were in a position to intercept the retire- 
ment of the Wuhan forces. 

The centre of the Army was reported to 
be engaged at a point ten miles east of 
Wuchang. 

A message from Sinyangfu says that a 
column of Feng Yu-hsiang’s Army has 
crossed the Honan-Hupeh border to co- 
ordinate with the general movement on 
Hankow. 

The Kwangsi forces are reported to 
have crossed the border into the south ní 
Hunan, and two divisions of Hunan 
troops, apparently operating under the 
orders of the Government, have been 
despatched to meet them. 


NAVAL GUARDS FOR SHIPS. 

The Consuls at Hankow have been 
notified that steamers on the Yangtze 
entering the war zone will be subjected to 
military examination and required to 
anchor during the night. 

Naval guards are being placed in Japa 
nese vessels. 

i MARTIAL LAW.

Panic prevails in Hankow and neighbour- 
hood, and thousands of Chinese civilians are 
pouring into the concession area, which has 
been barricaded, in order to prevent the 
defeated troops from entering. 

A civilian Peace Preservation Committee 
has been formed. Martial law has been 
declared, but thus far there has been no riot- 
ing. 

4 p.m. 

Everything is in a state of confusion, but 
it is stated that the reti sting Wuhan Forces 
are under control. 

The military authorities and officials have 
virtually all disanpeared, but since General 
(‘hiane Kai-Shek’s Forces are on the heels 
of the retreating Army, it is honed that the 
Jatter will avoid Hankow to-night, and pro- 
ceed direct to Hrnen Frovince. 

The Chinese arthorities are said to he doing 
their utmost to arrange for the nrotection of 
foreigners, and distrrhances in the concessions 
area are considered unl .ely. 

SITUATION IMPROVES. 
Later. 

The situation is decidedly more hopeful thi- 
evening. It is learned that the retreating 
Wuhan troops are making a circuit o' 
Hankow, on their way into Hunan, and the 
Nankivre forces exrect to toke the city eve 
peacefully to-morrow. The excitement has 
greatly subsided, and quiet prevaile.

TWO NEW COMPANIES. 

Reierring to the Wireless Cable Merger, 
the Financial News learns officially that 
the two companies are about to be 
registered, one to be called Cables and 
Wireless, Ltd., and the other the Imperial 
Communications Co. 

Cables and Wireless, Ltd., would be the 
name of what has usually been known as 
the Merger Co. 

There is no reason to suppose that an 
announcement of the Merger terms will be 
made simultaneously with the registration 
of the companies. It is, however, ex- 
pected that the details will be published 
about the middle of this month. 

Rumours are current that unofficial 
dealings at a premium have already 
started in the “ B” Ordinary shares of 
the Merger Company (Wireless and Cables, 
Ltd.). , 

If there be any truth in such rumours 
the effect will be mainly felt in Marconi 
shares, who, out. of a nominal total of 
£17,350,000 worth of Merger securities, 
hold £5,850,000 in ‘‘B’’ Ordinary shares, 
compared with the £3,150,000 of ‘*B”’ 
Ordinary shares held by the Cable Com- 
panies out of a nominal total holding oí 
£36,350,000. 

Indirectly, however, there should be an 
effect on both the Marconi and Cable 
shares which are involved in the Merger. 
If the “B’’ Ordinary shares are to be 
dealt in at a premium there is reason to 
suppose that the prior charges may be 
dealt in around par. It will, however, be 
the safest course to postpone action until 
further details are available.

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The Prince of Wales, as Master of the 
Merchant .Navy and Fishing Fleet, has written 
a foreword to the third and ‘final ‘volume of 
Sir Archibald Hurd’s ‘‘ The Merchant Navy, 
which is based on official documents. and will 
be published by John Murray on Thursday, 
April 11th. 

“It has been my fortunate lot to be a 
world wide traveller,’’ says the Prince, ‘‘ and 
I have encountered the British liner and 
tramp, not only on every sea, but in many 
a port in both hemispheres. The sight 
of the red encien has in these later days 
given: me a thrill of a very special kind: 
for that familiar piece of bunting can never 
fail to recall the wonderful vecord of our 
merchant seamen throvghout the struggle of 
four ana a half years.” 

After pointing out that the volume raised 
the curtain on what was the climax of that 
vast drama, the enemy’s plunge into unre 
stricted submarine warfare on. our. merchart 
shipping, the Prince continued :— 


THE FINAL TEST. 

“ Thus was provided the final test of a 
heroism and endurance unparalleled in his- 
tory, and how magnificently our seamen 
responded to the test is to be found 
chronicled in these pages. The participation 
of our seamen in the struggle began with the 
operations of the German raiders. There was 
nothing surprising or unprecedented in the 
destruction achieved by the Emden and 
other German cruisers, and armed merchant- 
men, in Eastern waters and elsewhere. Hos. 
tilities were conducted in harmony with 
principles laid down by international law, 
and though many velaahie ships were sunk 
the toll was no _ greater than might 
have been expected, and not a single 
life of the captured crews was sacrificed. 
“This phase, however, was ‘short-lived. With 
the arrival on the scene of the submarine 
and the indiscriminate use of the mine, th 
whole position for the merchant seaman was 
changed. With the intensification of the 
enemy's camnaign, the British sailor, a non- 
combatant, following an ordinarily peaceful 
avocation, saw himself directly involved in 
the whole friehtful mechanism of war, whose 
grim operation, as I have said, reached its 
climax in the phase of unrestricted sub 
mavine attack. ‘Let us, who are land 
dwellers, not mince words over this thing. lt 
is the glory of our merchant navy, and will 
be so acclaimed by generations to come, that 
they faced, without hesitation, the tre- 
mendous odds, and the frequent hazard. of 
death, undaunted in spirit, to the bitter end. 
Let us not forget also that, had it been other 
wise, this country of ours must have 
perished.” ; 


THE AUXILIARY PATROL. 

Reíerring to the work of the Auxiliary 
Patrol, the Prince says :—‘‘ Here was, indeed, 
a medley of small vessels—trawlers fresh from 
our fishing grounds, drifters, whalers, paddle 
steamers so. familiar to Channel excursionists, 
steam yachts so well known in the Solent, 
motor launches and .motor boats. Their 
hazardous duties were as varied as their 
types. In their long hours of patrol they 
watched for, and hunted, German submarines ; 
they searched for, and dragged, mines; they 
fought hostile aircraft; they controlled and 
examined millions of tons of shipping, 
navigatirg the narrow seas, and in many 
other ways splerdidly seconded the efforts of 
the Grand Fleet. Varied, indeed, these crafts 
were In type; but their crews were animated 
by one heart and one spirit. As time went 
on this collection of ships was welded into a 
creat disciplined service of four thousand 
vessels. 

‘The figures representative of the full war 
effect of the Merchant Service, as a whole, 
would: make staggering totals. | Therein it 
was carrying on, and even bettering, the tra- 
dition of centuries. ‘The Great War served 
to prove once more that the merchant navy 
Is as essential to-day as ever it was to the 
cperations of the Royal Navy, and to the safe. 
guarding of the life of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations.”

FINANCIAL STRAITS OF 
EX-KAISER’S SISTER. 
From Revuter’s ('oreFSPONDENT 

BERLIN, Thursday. 

The ex-Kaiser’s sister, Princess Victoria 
of. Schaumberg-Lippe, who became 
Madame Zoubkoff by her marriage to a 
Russian adventurer, is in such financial 
straits that she will have to be given an 
allowance by her creditors in order to 
enable her. to exist. 

This fact was.revealed at a meeting of 
her creditors in Bonn this morning, when 
it was announced that her debts amounted 
to over £30,000, while there were virtuallv 
no assets, as her monthly income of £100 
had been pledged for months in advance. 

Some of the creditors demanded that 
the ex-Princess should dismiss her six 
servants and that she should give up her 
residence in Bonn, for which she pays a 
rental of £450 per annum. 

The chairman pointed out that if 
Madame Zoubkoff received no assistance 
she was doomed to starvation, whereupon 
a committee was formed to decide on the 
extent of the financial allowance to be 
granted to her. At the same time, it was 
intimated that steps would be taken to 
force her to leave her palace and that 
henceforth she would have to be satisfied 
with one servant. 

M. Zoubkoff meanwhile is living in 
Paris, as is also a Russian friend of his, 
to whose bad management of Madame 
Zoubkoff’s affairs her present position is 
attributed. 


AFGHAN TROUBLES. 


DANGER OF BRITISH 
TRIBES BECOMING

NEW YORK, Wednesday 
Five trains, full of Mexican insurgents, 
one of them containing 500 wounded, which 
retreated from Jimenez on Tuesday, were 
overtaken by Federal columns, under 
General Almazan, at La Reforma yester- 
day, and great slaughter ensued. 

With their further retreat cut off by a 
burned bridge, the insurgents fought 
desperately and inflicted heavy losses on 
the Federal troops; but, hemmed in on all 
sides and bombed from the air, they had 
no chance to escape. All those not killed 
were captured. 


DECISIVE BATTLE. 

General Calles, from his headquarters 
at Bermejillo, telegraphed to the 
President :— i 

‘The hattle at La Reforma is a decisive 
one, in which the insurgents have paid dearly 
for bringing on this infamous revolt. I con- 
sider this one of the most decisive battles in 
\e-iean revoln’‘ionary records.” 

General Calles has. now despatched 
General Cedillo to Jaliscd, with 5,000 
troops, to put down the rising of the 
Cristeros (Catholic insurgents) in that 
State.

GENERAL’S REPORT. 

General Almazan’s own report of the

Last night I gave orders that the 
troops should remain in their positions, and 
that their horses should be unsaddied, so 
that they would feed well, while, with one 
company of the Presidential Guards, i made 
a reconnaissance and took possession ot 
Jimenez.

‘Naturally, the cavalry got ahead of us, 
and, with irresistible vigour, attacked the in- 
surgent infantry, who, although abandoned 
by its cowardly chiefs, fought bravely. 

“The insurgent infantry caused a large 
number of casualties in dead and wounded. 
among us, but succumbed at last before tho 
drive of the Loyalists, who were able to do 
away with the main force that remained with 
the chief commander — probably General 
Escobar. 

“ All the trains are in our possession, and 
that part of the infantry not killed are our 
prisoners. 

“ BUTCHERY WAS STUPENDOUS.” 

“The butchery of the insurgents was stu- 
pendous. All their wounded are in their 
trains, including those wounded in the various 
fights of the past few days, and we shall have 
to care for many more than 500 wounded. I 
request that you give urgent orders for more 
medicines to be sent me. 

“ As soon as I have time, and receive the 
Main reports, | shall furnish you with a 
general report of the action, which really 
began at Corralitos on March 31 and ended 
in the crushing rout of to-day at La Reforma. 
Our infantry, after crossing the desert be- 
tween Monterey and this place, is intact. The 
airmen have proved very effective, while the 
artillery plaved a brilliant part. 

“The cavalry has been irresistible.” 


STRUCK OFF ARMY LIST. 

The President yesterday ordered that 
nine divisional officers and thirty-five 
Brigadier-Generals be struck off the Army 
List. Some have already been executed 
and some are in prison, while the re- 
mainder are with the insurgents. 

General Cardenas reported from the 
West coast vesterday that General Carillo 
had taken La Cruz Sinaloa from the in- 
surgents, who had fallen back upon 
Culiacar under Generals Iturbe and Cruz, 
leaving a rearguard at Quila. 

It is reported that the Southern Pacific 
Railway lines north of Mazatlan, as far 
as San Blas, have been extensively 
wrecked. Between March 5 and 28 one 
hundred and eighty-three bridges were 
destroyed.

WITHDRAWAL OF DEPARTMENTAL 
CIRCULAR DEMANDED. 
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From OUR Speciat REPRESENTATIVE. 
_ WATERFORD, Thursday. 

Lhe teachitig of Irish and the standard of 
piotiency in the language required from 
primary teachers was the subject of an in. 
teresting debate at the resumed Congress of 
the Irish National Teachers’ Organisation in 
\\aterford to-day. 

lt began with the proposal of the following 
jesolution by Mr. F. Connell, Ballina. a 
member of the Central Executive Council of 
the organisation :'— 

“Phat this Congress emphatically protests 
cuinst the issue of the recent Departmental 
circular of February, 1929, regarding the 
tandard of Irish required for the award or 
etention of the mark ‘Highly efficient’ or 
iticient.” “That we regard its issue as a 

tinet breach of the guarantees given to 
vlev teachers by two successive Ministers of 
}.Jucation in connection with the programme 
conference reports, and also a violation of 

_ spirit of sympathy and co-operation 
ich the new inspection system was intended 
nitroduce. That, apart from justice and 
ght, we, in the interest of the Irish 
nguage itself, instruct our Exeeutive to 
demand its immediate withdrawal.’’ 

‘he reading of the resolution was greeted 

th enthusiastic cheers, and in the course 

' the discussion which followed, Mr. Edward 
\lansfield, of ‘Tipperary, a past President of 
‘lie Association, declared that the Depart- 

vnt’s circular aimed a blow at the founda- 
vions of both the Irish and English languages,

BREACH OF A CONCESSION. 

Mr. F. Connell, proposing the resolution, 
vid that a right had been conceded to the 
teachers that they should not let slip now.

vong to permit this boast to be an entirely 
empty one? : 

Mr. J. Hurley, of Cork, in seconding the 
resolution, said that the Education Depart- 
ment had a knack of issuing important 
circulars and documents on the eve of the 
leachers’ Congress. He contended that the 
jroposed new system of inspection of schools 
cave inspectors the duties of members of the 
(ID. They were supposed to drop in at 
inexpected moments to see if the teacher was 

minute late, the rolls marked, and, if he 
might savy so, whether the accounts were 
falsified. 

SYMPATHETIC TREATMENT. 

\ir.- A. O'Hagan, Dublin, said that he did 
net think it was a good thing that at thai 
publie session they should talk about 
ispectors dodging in and out of schools;

Their line rather should be 
that they did not give a “tuppenny “ ticket 
ubout inspectors, or how often they came, or 
how jong they stayed.

THE OFFENDING CIRCULAR, 

lr. Edward Mansheld, Tipperary, a past 
Piccident of ‘the Association, said that he 
thought it was only fair to stress the fact 
that persistent interference of unsympathetic 
oficials was irritating to the teachers and 
hurtful to education. 

Continuing, Mr. .Mansfield said that 
predes essor of ‘the present Minister for 
Hducation had given guarantees that the 
older teachers would not be penalised by 
reason of not having had sufficient time to 
acquire a knowledge of the Irish language 
Their representatives would not have signed 
the programme conference report if these

There was no doubt, Mr. O’Connell 
believed, although the issue of the present 
cicular had somewhat shaken that belief, 
‘hat it was the intention of the Department 
introduce a new spirit into the system of 
naltonal schools’ inspection. . 
\Ve have yet to see the Minister, he said, 
aid get from him an explanation as to why 
cireular was issued, and, pending that

He considered that the general interest of 
primary teachers would be benefitted if,

NO COMPLAINT FROM TEACHERS. 

Speaking in Irish, Mr. O Scannail! (Gwk), 
seconding, described as tyranny the action of 
the Commissioners. What, he inquired, had 
those Commissioners done for the language? 
He never heard a teacher complain of the 
Irish characters, but every teacher that he 
met complained of the Roman characters. He 
would prefer no Irish to that in Roman 
characters. 

Mr. Jones (Cork), the only delegate who 
opposed the resolution, said that the char- 
acters In which the language was written did 
not matter; but Irish could never become a 
commercial language until Roman print was 
used. The matter of print was small in com- 
Parison with the spoken language. 

Mr. E. A. Mansfield (Tipnerary) compared 
the various (Government departments with 
Nero, who fiddled while Rome burned—talk.- 
ing of Roman and other types, while thirty 
miles away from the Congress, at Ring, one of 
the citadels of the Gael, the people were in a 
State of semi-starvation. Officials. who ought 
to be doing real work, were tied up in big 
bundles of red tape, while the back hone and 
sinew of the race were fleeing from the countrv. 
They should preserve what is living, and not 
waste time with matters that would settle 
themselves later. 

Are we to allow the dear old script to be 
replaced by a few Civil Service lunatics ’ 
inquired Miss Sweeney, Donegal. Teachers 
should refuse to allow into the school books 
in the Roman script. 

The resolution was adopted, with only a 
few dissentients. j 

A STANDARD SPELLING. 

Proposed by Mr. McGarry, South Dublin, 
and seconded by Mr. Fitzpatrick, Dublin, a 
resolution was adopted requesting the 
Ministry of Education to adopt immediately 
a standard spelling for Irish readere, because 
at present the teaching of spelling, owing to 
lack of uniformity in books, often by the 
same author, was impossible. i 

Mr. McGarry, South Dublin, proposed, and 
Mr. Fitzpatrick seconded, a resolution etatiug 
that the standard of ordinary certificate 
examination in Jrish is sufficiently high to 
enable any teacher who had passed the 
examination to teach the programme, and 
protesting against any attempt to make the 
bilingual certificate a necessary qualification. 

Mr. O'Kane, Ballina, disagreed that the 
teachers with an ordinary certificate had a 
sufficient knowledge to carry out the pro- 
gramme. 

Mr. Freyne, Dublin, said that, if the motion 
were defeated, it would give the National 
Board the. opportunity to increase the 
standard Irish, because they were much more 
anxious to do that than give back the ten 
per cent. *‘ cut.”’ 

On the suggestion of Mr. O'Connell, General 
Secretary, that the resolution had been loosely 
drafted and insufficiently debated, the motion 
was paesed over. 

SCHOOL ACCOMMODATION 

The President, Mr. P. J. Quinn, proposed 
the following resolution :—*‘ That the present 
system, whereby the State normally provides 
only two-thirds of the cost of erection of 
new school buildings, and of the extension 
and reconstruction of existing buildings, 
leaving the remaining third to be provided 
hy voluntary effort, is, in our opinion, the 
chief cause of the present unsatisfactory 
“ondit ion of schoo] accommodation 
in the Free State. That we are 
of opinion that the capital expenditure 
required for the erection, extension and re- 
reconstruction of schools should be provided 
entirely from State funds; that provision 
should be made for the repairs, maintenance. 
heating, cleaning, equipment and general 
upkeep of the schools by means of a flat rate 
levied by the County or Borough Councils. 
the proceeds of such rate to be pooled and 
allocated to a local committee set up in each 
ruval district, dispensary district or other 
suitable administrative area, which would be 
charged with the care and maintenance of the 
school buildings in its area." 

Mr. E. A. Mansfield. Tipperary, secondinz 
said that it looked as if a dozen years before 
the Treaty the British Government, knowing 
what was in the otling, allowed school build- 
ings to decay, and the question of grants ta 
go into arrears. Once they were supposed 
to be an island of saints and scholars; but, 
judging by the treatment of the scholars and 
education, he thought that in this and many 
other matters their own opinion of themselves 
needed a certain amount of revision. County 
Council buildings, Courthouses, mental hos 
pitals, and even jails were in many cases 
models of architecture, sanitary and well 
equipped. All are maintained at the public 
expense except the schools, where are edu- 
cated Irish children, their future hope and 
the greatest asset to the nation. But the 
criminal lunatic and the tramp “were pro- 
vided with better buildings. They did rot 
care whether rate or State provides the 
money so long as the work was done. If 
there was any difficulty about raising a local 
rate, let the general taxpayer take the 
burden. 

Mr. Jones, Cork, said that his experience 
led him to believe that people were not op- 
posed to the local rate, and it looked unfair 
trying to throw too much expenditure on 
the national fund. 

The resolution was adopted. 


A COUNCIL OF EDUCATION, | 

Mr. P. J. Quinn, ex-President, explained 
that a resolution demanding that a Council 
of Education should be established to assist 
and advise the Minister of Education meant 
the setting up of a body of persons interested 
in education of every form, not to legislate, 
but to advise. The advice of. such a 
council would be valuable, and no intelligent 
Minister of Education would ignore it, an 
the Dail would not likely turn it down. 


PUPILS OVER 14 YEARS. 
Moving a resolution calling upon the 
Minister of Education for Saorstat Eireann to 
establish schools where suitable cultural 
education would be made available for boys 
and girls between 14 and 16 year's when 
parents could not afford secondary education, 
Mr. W. P. Ward, Ballinasloe. said that 
boys and girls showed their newly-found is. 
dependence by remaining away írom schoo 
immediately that they reached fourteen years. 
Thev were more inclined to remain from 
school than ever before, That tendency was 
likely to increase. When they attended a 
technical school a few years later they had 
lost much that they had learned in school. 
Hence pupils after leaving school should be 
made to attend a school between the ages of 
14 and 16, whether a State school or not. 
Mr. Nash, Tipperary, seconded, and the 
resolution was passed unanimously.

COMPLAINTS AT DERRY 
CONFERENCE, 
FREE BOOKS FOR POOR 
CHILDREN, 


The Ulster ‘Teachers’ Conference was 
resumed in Derry yesterday morning, Mr. 
J. J. V. Boyd, B.A., President of the Union, 
presiding. . 

Miss Allen, Belfast, proposed that provision 

made by every educational authority in 
Northern Ireland for the medical inspection 
of children attending public elementary 
schoole, and that where such inspection 
showed that medical or dental treatment was 
hecessary, arrangements should be made for 
this treatment in ihe case of all children 
whose parents were unable to meet the costs. 

Miss Thompson, Belfast. seconded the 
resolution, which was passed unanimously. 

PUPILS’ TEXT BOOKS. 

Mr. Charles Wilson, Belfast, proposed a 
resolution pleading for an early review of 
the important question of text books for 
pupils in public elementary schools as regards 
suitability, quality, and quantity. The resolu- 
tion added that, while the present might be 
an inopportune time, from a financial stand- 
point, to press for free books for all pupils. 
yet such a position in the near future should 
receive serious consideration. They urged, 
however, that immediate arrangements be 
made to supply free books and stationery to 
pupils whose parents were unable to defray 
the costs, and also for the sale of text books 
at a reduced rate in other cases. In this 
connection they desired to point out to local 
authorities that, if the ró habit was to 
be acquired and encouraged, the position ol 
carefully selected school libraries was a 
matter of urgent necessity. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted 

THE TRANSFER OF SCHOOLS. | 

Disappointment was expressed at the slow 
progress being made in the transfer of schools 
in a resolution moved by Mr. R. W. Howard 
(Benburb) and seconded by Mr. James Wells 
(Donaghadee). The resolution added that in 
schools which had been tratsferred provision 
was made from the rates for suitable equip- 
ment, adequate heating, and _ satisfactory 
cleansing and upkeep of the school ana 
premises. ‘The owners of schools who had 
rot the funds to make adequate provision for 
these services were doing a great injury to 
the rising generation in refusing to transfer 
their schools. They, therefore, urged that 
the Ministry, local authorities and managers 
should do everything possible to expedite 
transiers, so that children might not he kept 
in buildings which were a menace to their 
health and well-being. 

Mr. Charles Wilson (Belfast) said that the 
whole trouble in the question of transfer was 
the fact that a minority of the clerical 
managers resented an imaginary loss of dig- 
nity. They unwisely thought that they had 
been shorn of some of the power and 
authority to which their position, perhaps. as 
leaders of religion entitled them. The 
modern school could not be upset by socials, 
Bands of Hope and Boys’ Biicades. (Ap- 
plause. -) 

The resolution was unanimously passed. 

TEACHERS WHO SWEEP SCHOOLS. 

Mr. R. T. Newall (Armagh) proposed a 
resolution that, pending the time when 
schools would be transferred to local educa- 
tien authorities, they urgently request the 
Ministry to see that managers of voluntary 
schools made provision for the proper heat- 
ing, cleansing and upkeep of the building, 
and that in no case should the teachers be 
held responsible for making provision for 
these services. They condemned in the 
strongest manner the practice still prevailing 
in some places to make the pupils take part 
in the daily cleansing of the schoo). A care- 
taker should be appointed in every school to 
look: after the heating and cleansing. 

Mr. Newall said that the Ministry were to 
be condemned in not carrying out and en- 
forcing their instructions to managers. The 
teachers most affected were those in the rural 
areas. He knew of no other service where 
an official was asked to sweep up and clean 
his own office, and he thought that they, 
as teachers, should surely be considered as 
civil servants and not be required to steep 
up and clean their own schools. (Applause.) 
In some parts of the country the principal 
teacher often swept up his own end of the 
school and the assistant swept up her end. 

Mr. J. Anderson (Beragh) seconded the 
resolution, and recalled a case where no 
fuel had been supplied to a rural school 
in the middle of October. and the teacher 
was compelled to go out into the highways 
and byways and plead with the parents of 
the children to bring fuel. 

Mr. Anderson added that the talk of 
those who were handing over schools about 
the great value of the property was “ail 
bluff." as half of the schools were only 
hovels. 

The resolution was unanimously passed. 

DISMISSALS ON MARRIAGE. 

Mr. William Scott (Belfast) proposed a re- 
solution viewing with the gravest concern 
the action of some managers in dismissing 
some women teachers on marriage. ‘The 
resolution added that as long as the teachers 
were doing efficient work they should we re- 
tained in the service on the same conditions 
as applied to other teachers. Statistics 
showed that married women teachers were 
amongst the most efficient in the service of 
the Ministry of Education, and their dis- 
missal involved considerable loss to the com- 
munity, seeing that they were trained chiefly 
at the expense of the State. They appealed, 
therefore,- to the Minister of Education to 
give the same protection to married women 
teachers, who rendered efficient service, as 
was given to all other members of the pro- 
fession under Section 68 of the Education 
Act. 

Mrs. T. J. Grier (Omagh), -seconding, 
claimed that married women were especially 
fitted for the teaching profession. As 
mothers, they had a wide experience and 
deeper sympathy, and had an _ important 
and responsible part in the traming and 
guiding of the future sons and daughters of 
the Empire. 

Mr. Hugh McGale (Belfast), supporting the 
resolution, said he was not prepared to say 
whether the married or single teacher was 
the better, but considered that the rights of 
the married women teachers as civil servants 
should be preserved. 


ADVICE TO WOMEN VOTERS. 

Mr. -Isaac McLoughlin, B.A., Belfast, also 
supporting, declared that the appearance of 
the resolution made. him feel young again, 
and it should have been a plank on their 
fighting platform long ago. Married women 
teachers should stand together and insist on 
their rights. He mentioned that there were 
260 married women teachers in Northern Ire- 
land, and many potential married women. 
To those he said: “ You have got the vote. 
Stand together and make this Mimistry of 
our sit up and take notice.” (Laughter.) 

The motion was passed. 

Mr. J. K. Carson, Dundrod, Co. Antrim, 
proposed a resolution expressing disappoint- 
ment that the Government, of Northern Ire- 
land had not placed its teachers on an 
equality with teachers in Great Britain in 
regard to superannuation. 

Mr. R. J. Craig seconded the resolution, 
which was passed.

COMPLAINT AGAINST 
RELIEVING OFFICERS. 


FINES IMPOSED. 
(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

‘Thomas Barrett, of Coombe street, Dublin, 
summoned Relieving Officer Fogarty, of 
Gilbert road, Fairbrothers’ Fields, fur 
obeying Article 48 of the General Order of 
the Local Government Department, dated 
December 18, 1882. There was a similar 
summons by Anne Morris, H Block, Keogh 
syuare, against Relieving Officer Tanuam. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, appeared for 
the complainants, and Mr. Cecil Lavery, 
R.C. (instructed by Mr. 1, J. Greene), repre- 
sented the delendauts. 

When the case was called, Mr. Lavery 
said that since the last occasion of hearing 
the Commissioners had the matter under con 
sideration, and they had come to the con 
clusion that it was impossible to deny the 
charges which were set forth. If the case 
were to vo on it would give the Court a 
good deal of trouble, and it would transpire 
that the relieving officers probably took the 
case into their own hands instead of sub- 
mitting it to the Commissioners. 

Mr. Burne said that since the last day 
of hearing a number of people had come to 
bim on the subject, and at the moment he 
could get something like two hundred people 
to come forward and yive evidence. 

Mr. Lavery said that the Commissioners 
were giving the matter every consideration. 

Mr. Burne said that he was only anxious 
that the relieving officers be instructed to do 
their duty. 

Mr. Lavery said that there need not be 
any doubt upon this point. The Commis- 
sioners were going into it thoroughly, and 
would probably deal with two thousand 
instead of two hundred cases. 

The Justice said that there was no course 
for him but to convict, and accordingly he 
imposed a fine of £1 and two guineas costs 
in each case.

A PACKET OF CIGARETTES. 


CHARGE AGAINST CLONDALKIN

On Wednesday Mr. Mooney came again to 
the shop, and witness sent out for a Guard 
and had Mr. Mooney arrested.

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ARMY BOXING IN-LONDON- 


GOOD SHOWING BY THE FREE STATE AT 
THE STADIUM CLUB. 


From Ove SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

: LONDON, Thuraday Night. 

By five events to three the second of, the 
Loxing contests between the representatives 
vf the British Army and the Free State 
Army, which took piace to-night in the Hol- 
burn Stadium, was won by the British Army, 
bey it was as near as possible to being a 
dtaw. 

jhat the points were not evenly divided 
was due to the timidity of Private Murray, 
of the visiting team, who in the second round 
of Ins bout with Lance-Corporal Kennedy 
had the latter beaten to the world with a 
heavy right to the jaw, but instead of going 
right in and finishing his man, who stood 
completely stunned, he allowed him to re 
cover, making not the least attempt to move 
from the centre of the ving. 

He paid the full penalty ‘for his failure, for 
iu the fourth round Kennedy, who effected a 
i¢markable recovery, swung his left to the 
jaw, and, following it up as the Irishman 
stood gaping wildly, sent him down with 
unother vicious one. That was the last fight 
of the night, and, of course, we were crest- 
fallen, for it had looked any odds on our team 
tloring the honours. 

A GREAT RECEPTION. 

When the history of British boxing comes 
to be revised the events of the last few days 
in connection with this contest will furnish 
ample material fox a most interesting chapter. 
It was the first contest between the two 
Armies to be staged in London, and ceitainly 
the Hospitality Committee of the 
Army Boxing Association did. their 
guests right well. Among the hosts 
were Sir Alfred Butt, Mr. Charles 
Diamond, the President of the A.B.A.; 
-Lieutenant-cieneral Sir A. A. Montgomery- 
Massingberd, RCB, K-C.M.G.; Mr. 
{frederick Hand, Mr. Bracewell Smith and 
Mr. &. Conscott. 

The Union Jack and the Tricolour hung 
side by side at the top of the hall, and the 
band of the Irish Guards played a seléction 
hefore the proceedings opened, Jvish airs, ot 
course, figuring prominently in the pro- 
gramme. 

The hall was packed, and it seemed as .Í 
every Irishman and woman resident in the 
capital was there. The corners were also 
decorated with the two flags, and aitogether 
it was a remarkable spectacle that we Irish- 
meti beheld. In the circumstances it was a 
pity we did not do better, but followinz 
the interval our stock slumped badly, our 
men being outhoxed in the remaining bouts. 
STARTING BADLY. 

Aftor lésing the first contest se won three 
running, but our suecesses ended there, and 
the British Army representatives secured 
the remaining four. Our men were well oyt- 
pointed ffom the time that the flag went up 
for Private O'Sliea 

We began hadly when Private Coyle went 
down before Sergeant Haslam in the fly- 
véights. The Irishman held his own well for 
the first three rounds, bat he must have rea- 
lised that his only hope of victory lay in his 
fighting his rival, who was much too clever a 
boxer for him. In the fourth round he tried 
ta de so, but he was gradually weakening, 
and before they went to their cortiers at the 
end of that period he had fallen well into 
arrears. His blows lacked power and. the 
sting which he had been putting into them 
early on, and in the end le was outclassed 
[é a skilful two-handed boxer. 

THE BANTAMS. 

(ur hopes were considerably revived by 
Private Burns in the bantams. In the second 
cound he had Private Miller on his knees with 
a 'eft and right to the head, and in the sub- 
sequent fighting punished him severely, put- 
ting plenty of weight into his punches and 
hoxing fineiy. Unlike Private Coyle, there 
was no mere tapping about his deliveries. 
Half-wav through (they were all six-round 
affairs) Miller became more careful, and it 
was evident that the Scot was not going to 
he beaten without making a struggle of it. 

The fighting in the fifth round was fierce 
and the exchanges at close quarters very 
severe, Miller having effected a surprising 
recovery. Indeed, he slowed down the Irish- 
man to such an extent that when the last 
round ended there was not a great deal 
between them, Burns's excellent work in the 
seccnd round prebably gaining for him the 
verdict by a margin of a few points. 

Lance-‘Sergeant Wood, of the King’s Own 
Yorkshire Light Infantry, was to have op- 
yosed Private Clarke in the feathers, but 
- was indisposed, and Acting-Corporal 
Martin, of the Ride Brigade, took his place. 
It was obvious at the outset that the Rifle- 
man was nervous and feeling the effect of 
the importance of the occasion, but he 
gradually settled down to his work, and we 
saw a very fine contest, featured with plenty 
of nice long-range fighting. 

Clarke did most of the leading and with 
telling effect, but he did not follow up with 
sufficient effect; otherwise he must have 
held a commanding lead when they went to 
their corners at the close of the third round. 
Up to then there was, in fact, little cause 
for enthusiasm, but the Irishman was in 
front when they left off at the close of the 
round. Then Martin put on a spurt, and in 
the fifth and sixth gave almost as much as he 
received, There was, however, never a doubt 
as to how the verdiet would go, barring an 
accident to the Free Stater. 

TWO GOOD FIGHTS. 

It was a capital fight, but a better one by 
far was that between Lieutenant H. C. D. 
Huxham, of the Loyal Regiment, and Private 
O'Shea. There was little in it for the first 
two rounds, the officer putting up a splendid 
defence and boxing with skill and judgment. 
His opponent, however, was constantly dart- 
ing in that left of his ard scoring freely to 
the face. In the fourth round the Irishman 
did wonderfully well with the left, but 
Huxham also fought pluckily, and it was the 
best round of the six. Huxham just missed a 
vicious upper-cut in the early part of the fifth 
round, which, had it come off, would have 
been serious. O’Shea, who was cautioned for 
holding, went all out at the opening of the 
last session, but the other was not idle by 
any rreans, He fought with plenty of 
courage. although he must have realised that 
it was a forlorn hope. It was a capital bout. 


TURN OF THE TIDE. 

Then came the slump. It began with 
the defeat of Guard Flanagan by Bugler- 
Major Bendy, a man with a big reputation 


from the Highland Light Infantry. All 
through Bendy was the more aggressive. 
The in-fighting was excellent. For the 


first three rounds the Scot had slightly the 
better of exceptionally hard punching, but 
the Irishman fought back furiously, and in 
the Jast round they fought themselves to an 
absolute standstill, neither having a punch 
left in them when the gong went. 

Then came the overthrow of Corpora] Ken- 
nelly by Corporal Cromey in the Welters. 
Cromey isplayed splendid form, and 
throughout was on top. Indeed, he was 
about the most skilful of the team. Always 
changing his tactics and rarely doing the 
same thing twice, he also showed an almost 
impenetrable defence, while his speed be- 
wildered his opponent. The latter, how- 
ever, f t op with the greatest 
gameness, although he must have known from 
the second round that nothing short of his 
being able to administer a knock-out would 
save the fight for him. 

A CONTRAST. 

This bout was in the welters, and jhe one 
which followed was in the same grade. But 
it provided quite a different class of enter- 
tainment. Private Treacy made the house 
roar with laughter by his antics and the 
manner in which he evaded the blows of his 
opponent. The latter could not get in a 
decent one during the first two rounds, but 
in the third round he was more. successful. 
Generally it was a tame affair, if, in fact, it 
was not the most ergo. fight of the 
night. It ended—as it looked like ending 
from the outset—in an easy win for the Scots- 
man. 

The most that can be said of Private Holian 
in his contest with Sergeant Crawley, of the 
Tanks, is that he saved himself a deal of 
punishment by his cleverness and quickness 
in getting out of harm’s way. Crawley was 
altogether too crafty for him, while he car- 
ried a rather heavy punch, which, when he 
got it in, was most effective. There was no 
| comparison between them, the Irishman being 
beaten at all points.
